HAIFA. — Forty-two Turkish ser- 
vicemen, who were dramatically 
rescued at sea on Monday by an 
Israeli training vessel when a Turk- 
ish warship was sunk near Cyprus, 
left for home yesterday aboard 2 
special Turkish Airways jetliner. 

The shipwrecked servicemen were 
picked up by the crewvof the Mevo’ot 
Yam from three lifeboats drifting 
of the west coast of Cyprus. The 
Turkish survivors told their res- 
cuers they could not identify the 
planes that had attacked them on 
Sunday, but there was speculation 
that the planes were Turkish and 
bombed their own ship by mistake 
as it neared the Cyprus coast. 
The survivors reported that about 
80 men drowned and 110 others 
were floating about in the area. 
‘There were reports that’a Scandina- 
vian ship in the area at the time 
also rescued some of the men from 
the ship. 
The Mevo'ot Yam, which belongs 
to the marine unit of the Ministry 
of Education and Culture and is 
operated by the Mevo'ot Yam 
seafaring and fishing school, left 
Haifa on July 12 for a training 
trip to the Aegean Sea. The ship 
was ordered back home when hosti- 
lities broke out on Cyprus last 
Saturday. Aboard were 13 trainees 

The crew reported thet they 
were salling 36 kms. west off Paphos 
on Monday afternoon, and were 
just making a turn towards Haifa, 
when 18-year-old Avraham Weiss 
reported sighting “an orange stain

in the sea. “I knew this probably 
meant a lifeboat, marked brightly 
for easy sighting; but you don't 
sight one every day. and I let a 
second pass to make sure," he said. 
“Then I informed the officer on 
watch, and he ordered a turn to 
approach the spot. which soon turn- 
ed out to be an inflatable life raft 
with 12 men on board,” Avraham 
said. 

Their teacher, Avraham Shabtain, 
reported that the men looked “quite 
depressed and miserable, and, 85 
they later told us, were scared that 
we might be a Greek boat and kill 
them. But after I told them we are 
Israelis and showed them the Star 
of David on our flag, they calmed 
down.” The ship command ordered 
the life raft tied to the trawler and 
then radioed the Jaffa coastal ra- 
dio station for instructions. Instruc- 
tions received were to take the sur- 
vivors on board, look out for more 
survivors and bring them back to 
Israel. 

The commander of the Turkish 
ship informed the Israelis that there 
were 10 more rafts with 150 sur- 
vivors In the area, and the Mevo'ot 
Yam found two and took another 
30 men on board. 

The survivors had spent about 24 
hours in the life rafts. 

The Mevo’ot Yam was now over- 
crowded, with suppiles running Jow, 
and skipper Reuven Pinhasi was 
apprehensive about sailing unarmed 
in the area. The ship radioed 8 
“Mayday” emergency message over 
the international distress wave- 
length, giving the exact position and 
calling on ships im the area to pick 
up survivors.

‘The Attorney-General, Meir 
Shamgar, will ask the Tel Aviv 
District Court teday to declare 
the Israel-Sritish Bank inssivent 
and bankrupt because it is 
unable to meet its commitments. 
This decision was approved 
yesterday by the special minis- 
terial committee dealing with the 
case, consisting of Finance Mi- 
nister Yehoshua Rabinowitz, Jua- 
tice Minister Haim Zadok and 
the Governor of the Bank of 
Israel, Moshe Sanbar. 
ig the court issues ἃ bank- 
ruptcy order, it will sppoint a 
temporary recelver, This will not 
change the terms of the mora- 
torium, which continues to re- 
main in force until July 29, the 
Spokesman of the Bank of Israel 
stated last night. 

It was deecldei yesterday that 
securities deposited with the IBB 
and belonging to Israeli residents 
will be released, provided they 
are not pledged aa collateral; 
that the depositors don't ‘belong 
to the Williamz family, and that 
the owner has no obligations to 
the IBB. 

The Bank of Israel assumes 
that after the moratorium ex- 
pires, the official! receiver will 
authorize payment in full of all 
current-account deposits. In the 
case of time deposits, these can 
be withdrawn when they reach 
maturity — unless, the spokes- 
man cautioned, the receiver de- 
cides to release them earlier. 
Savings schemes will be transfer- 
red to the banks that buy the 
individual branches of IBB. 

No decision has yet been taken 
about the Bank of England's re- 
quest that the Israel Government 
underwrite the losses of IBB's 
London subsidiary. Sources in the 
Bank of Israel point out that 
there is no deadline for this de- 
cision, since the London Bank 
is closed anyway. “We shall wait 
for the final report from the 
auditors in London, after which 
we shall make our recommenda- 
tion to the Israel Government,” 
the spokesman said.

ANKARA (AP).— Prime Minis- 
ter Bulent Ecevit claimed victory 
yesterday for Turkish troops oa 
Cyprus but said it had been “at 
bitter cost’ — 57 dead, 184 
wounded and 242 missing. 

The casualty figures were the 
first issued by Turkey since it 
launched Sts sea and air invasion 
of the Mediterranean island on 
Saturday.

Ecevit announced the casualty

Smugglers will be executed 
immediately in Bangladesh 


DACVA, Bangladesh (AP). — Smug- 
gling and corruption have become 
80 rampant here that Parliament 
passed a bill on Monday authorizing 
the summary trial and, in some 
cases, the immediate execution of 
those found guilty. 

The bill was passed despite op- 
position party objections that the 
Government would use it as an in- 
strument against political oppo- 
nents.

Only Austria, Japan gain 


suffer heavy losses 


NEW YORK (AP). — Nine of 11 
non-American stock markets are 
down in the past year — with the 
biggest percentage losses in the 
United Kingdom and France, and 
the only gainers Austria and Japan, 
aside from the South African gold 
stocks. 

Although the bourses fared less 
badly in the first half of 1974 
than in the second half of 1973, it 
remained a sad picture on world 
bourses, according to the mid-year 
statistical survey published on Mon- 
day in “Barron's,” the Dow Jones 
financial weekly. ᾿ 

The Dow Jones industrial index 
of Wall Street was down 5.6 per 
eent, which was relatively minor 
to such losses as 25.9 per cent for 
the United Kingdom, 17.5 per cent 
for France and 14.4 per cent for 
Switzerland. 

The big gainers again the past 
year were the South African gold 
shares (U.K. kaffirs), up 43.6 per 
cent. 

The Austrian bourse again did 
well with a percentage gain of 8.3. 


Commenting on this, “Barron's” 
said: “Restraints have so far failed 
to cool Austria's over-heated eto- 
nomy. Despite the toughest controls 
since 1950-52, when the s 

was stabilized, inflation is running 
at a 9.5 per cent annual rate. Mean- 
while, joblessness is niJ and ex- . 
ports boomed ahead 46 per cent in 
the first quarter. Not surprisingly, ὁ 
Vienna's stock market out-perform- 
ed the world.” 

The “Barron's" chart credited - 
Japan's stock markets with a 66 . 
percentage gain over the past year. 

The main West German bourses 
stayed about even with a percentage 
loss of only .01 and “Barron's” 
observed: “The Frankfurt market 
was dull Steck market prices re - 
flected sluggish business conditions 
in West Germany rather than the 
nation's export triumphs. Over the 
first five months of 1974, foreign 
sales produced a balance of pay- 
ment surplus twice the size of past 
year’s. Currently orders from ab- 
road account for as much as elght 
per cent of some industries’ volume.”

THE BISHOP GOBAT School, which 
occupies five dumams on the south- 
western slope of Mount Zion, was 
built by the Anglican Church in 
1853 and served as a high school 
for Arab boys unt!l sho) ‘before 
the ‘War of Independance. At the 
end of the war, the hill was an 
isolated outpost divided between 
Israel and Jordan. Some of the 
buildings on it were taken over as 
front-line army posts. Others which 
had been abandoned, including the 
Bishop Gobat School, were occupied 
by ἃ group of religious Jews who 
set up two legal bodies to ad- 
minister the property --- the As- 
sociation for Holy Places:and the 
Mount Zion Association. ‘The moving 
spirit behind these groups was Dr. 
SZ. Kahane, former director-gen- 
eral of the Ministry for Religious 
Affairs. 

The loss of the Western Wall 
and the Jewish Quarter in the Old 
City in 1948 had enhanced Mount 
Zion's importance as a religious and 
national symbol and Dr. Kahane 
‘was determined to strengthen the 
Jewish presence on the hill. It was 
thus with considerable reluctance 
that he agreed in 1966 — under 
Government pressure — to give up 
the main part of the Bishop Gobat 
building to the Anglican Church 
which wanted to rent it to the 
American Institute of Holy Land 
Studies headed by the Rev. Doug- 
jas Young. Dr. Kahane agreed, he 
seid subsequently, “in order to 
avoid communal] strife.” 

Dr. Young, a Presbyterian mi- 
nister from the US., had first visi- 
ted Israel in 1956 when he led a 
Christian pilgrim tour through the 
Middle Hast. He had become invol- 
ved in groups combating anti-Semi- 
tism 2a few years before and was 
disturbed by the amount of pro- 
Arab propaganda to which his group 
had been subject during its visit 
to the ‘Arab countries and by the 
paucity of pro-Israel propaganda it 
heard once it passed through the 
Mandelbaum Gate. On his return to 
the US. he decided to set up an 
institute in Jerusalem at which 
Christians from abroad, particularly 
young theology students, could learn 
about both ancient and mo- 
dern Israe] and the connection be- 
tween them. After receiving per- 
mission from the Israel Government 
and raising funds abroad, he came 
here in 1959 with his wife and
